Dr. 0. W. Richards. 
A Visit to the Rukwa Valley, 8.W. Tanganyika. 


[ApsTRACT.] 


During the summer of 1952, a visit was made to the International Red Locust 
Control Centre at Abercorn, N. Rhodesia, and to the outbreak area of the Red 
Locust in the Rukwa Valley. The primary purpose of the visit was to examine 
the methods available for estimating the numbers of adult locusts. This can 
be done either by using counts of locusts flushed per hundred paces (the standard 
method) or by marking and releasing locusts and finding the proportion of marked 
ones on the following days. Under favourable circumstances the two estimates 
may agree closely. Knowledge of the number of locusts present can have an 
important bearing both on control operations and on the theory of locust out- 
breaks. Some account will also be given of the general character of the Rukwa 
Valley and of the plants and animals which live there.
